NEW YORK—(AP)—A Georgia-born Negr6b who said he 
was frained in Moscow testified yesterday that a Negro 
nation was to have been forged from America’s Deep South’ 
by the flames of violent revolution. 


William O’Dell Nowell, a Fed- 
eral Government employee, told a 
jury at the conspiracy trial of 11 
top Communists that he once was 
a student of revolution at the feet 
of party leaders in Russia. 

There, he said, Red Army in- 
structors schooled him in “the sci- 
ence of civil warfare.” 

Other instructors, he testified, 
lectured on “the violent overthrow 
of the capitalistic system and the 
establishment of a proletarian dic- 
tatorship.” 

Out of this blood bath, Nowell 
said, was to come a new Negro 
nation, conceived in violence and 
dedicated to extending the Com- 
munist revolution throughout the 
United States. 

It was to extend from Virginia 


to the Mississippi Delta, Nowell 
said—the “Black Belt of the’ 
South,” where Communists! 


|claimed Negroes were in the ma- 


ty. 

“The revolution in, the South,” 
the witness went on in a hushed 
Federal courtroom, “would aid the 
Northern industrial workers in 
bringing about revolution in the 
North and hence throughout the 
whole country.” 

Nowell told Federal Judge Har- 
old R. Medina and a jury: 

“I objected to this segregation 
movement because it would isolate 
the Negro in the South and use 
him as a tool to create revolution 
in the United States and because 
it would sacrifice these unsuspect- 
ing people, as they had the least 
understanding.” ‘ 

The prosecution brought Nowell 
to the stand as the trial entered its 
fourth month. He is an employee 
of the Federal Immigration and 
Naturalization Service in Wash- 
ington, D. C.

Hermoine P. Rice, who married 


Rice in Nevada two weeks after 
he divorced his first wife, had 
asked the high court to declare 
her the widow and to throw out 
the claim of his first wife.

Reds Hit by Land 


Reform in Italy 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


The small stories carried in American 
newspapers last weekend announcing the 
first steps toward parceling out the land of Italy, may be 
as significant a bit of news as we have seen in many a 
month. 
Italy is a country of troubling contrasts. Elegant men and women 
sprawl in luxuridus coffee houses in the cities discussing opera or 
_ art or the latest bit of social gossip, gazing in languor on beggars 
pressing their faces against the windows, pleading for a few lire. 
Ragged urchins roam through magnificent galleries where priceless 
Paintings and world-famous sculpture are housed, as if to lose their 
misery in a glorious past. The upper class of Italy is a handsome, 
gay, debonair company, as meticulously sophisticated and educated 
as a heritage of money and taste can make them. The lower 
classes walk in shoes with paper soles, if they wear shoes at all. 
There is no middle class, at least none to compare with the 
strata of sturdy people who make up the backbone of a 
democracy. 
One of the great inequities in the country is the virtual monop- 
oly of its acreages by a feudal few, leaving a peasantry so poor 


and hopeless that it has been a scandalous target for the Com- Y = ? 
munists. | ” 


Farmers are notoriously reluctant Reds. The shepherd grazing 
his flock along the old Appian Way feels much closer to the pines 
and the grass than he does the four-motored airplanes that sweep 
down on the airfield a step away from his pastoral duties. 

Perhaps the serfs in Italy would not have become Stalinists at 
all, but they certainly. have been a fine talking point for the Stalin- 
ists wherever the more actively organized industrial Kalians meet 
for soap-box harangues. ~ 

While they live in huts with sod floors and no windows, and 
walk in rags, the Reds can scream about lafid reform and be heard 
by everybody with a prodding conscience of humanity. 

Other factions have been demanding land reform, too. The 
eonservatives, who support the present non-Communist De Gasperi 
government, have been asking for a long time, not only for its 
humane reasons, but for its psychological effect. Proponents of the 
Marshall Plan in Europe have remarked that America could well 
have forced land reform as a condition of our grant, but our 
administrators have warily kept their hands off. 

In several interviews within the past months, American leaders 
have remarked that our position in Italy and France and other 
ECA-aid countries must be viewed as we in America would view 
aid from the outside. We would want help, if we needed it, but 
not dictatorship. 

So our people have done nothing, except what they must have 
accomplished behind the scenes in subtle diplomacy. 

The Reds are going to hate this business of land reform, small 
as it may be in the beginning. They will attack it as a hypocritical 
gesture, just as they did the Marshall Plan money. But this one 
step will strengthen the hand of those who know that Russia may 
never win a war of aggression ... but that democracy will lose 
its war of conviction, if justice is not done in its name in more 
of its countries of the world.

croachment of alien ideologies.” 

Citing the new  12-nation 
North Atlantic Defense Pact, 
Mr. Truman said: 


“In this treaty the United 
States puts any would-be aggres- 
sor on solemn notice that the 
security of the larger commu- 
nity of which we are a part will 
be zealously guarded against 
any assault either on ourselves 
or on any of our Democratic 
partners.” 


The President’s message fur- 
ther declared: 


“Only an America secure from 
within and without can -assert 
its full authority in the councils 
of peace. Our people are tinited 
in the conviction that a strong, 
secure United States is the key 
to peace now and in the days to 
come.”

Peace ‘Move by the Soviets — 


Readers of this page have read often in 
the last two months that our people in 
Washington believed the changes in the 
Russian ministries meant a peace move 
for Germany was in the making by the 
Kremlin. The Russians, wishing to deal 


through an agency other than a top-level 
foreign minister diplomat, changed their 
personnel, Molotov, foreign minister, was 
the first«to be removed. Now comes the 
positive statement the Russians are seek- 
ing a way out through a “special” envoy. 


We hope they are and that the plan will 
develop soon. When that is done we can 
turn our attention to the next move by 
the Russians, that of Asia. This news, if 
true as believed, is another tremendous 
victory for the Marshall Plan. Germany 
has recovered under our methods much 
quicker than that portion of Germany un- 
der Soviet rule. The Soviet zone is stag- 
nated without trade with the West. We 
should make every concession leading to 
peace, none at all which have for their 
sole purpose the saving of Russian “face.” 


Eire Becomes Ireland Again 


We welcome the advent of the Irish 
Republic, that nation of fighters which re- 
mained bravely neutral during the late 
war while the “cowardly Swedes” stayed 
out of the fighting. It is impossible to 
avoid a certain affection for the Irish Re- 
public and its people, “free” now after 
more than 700 years. Gone now is the 
Gaelic “Eire.” 


The Irish are a puzzling people, even 
to themselves. “Their wars are all merry, 
their songs are all sad,” is a saying which 
is not without truth. And James Joyce, 
one of their great writers, left among his 
unpublished papers a long verse, a part of 
which reads: 


“But I owe a duty to Ireland: 

I hold her honour in my hand, 

This lovely land that always sent 

Her writers and artists to banishment 
And in a spirit of Irish fun 


Betrayed her own leaders, one by 
one.” 


Nevertheless, all of us love Ireland in 
one degree or another. She has given the 
world much gay courage and much of lit- 
erature, poetry and music. Her tears have 
been many and the mourning of her peo- 
ples in times of starvation, of rebellion and 
of civil war has touched the heart of the 
world. But the old stubbornness remains, 
Eamon de Valera (“Dev himself, mind 
ye”) refused to celebrate the new Repub- 
lic because the north counties voted to 
stay out and go along with Britain. But 
Dev is out of office. And the British made 
every effort to show their friendship in 
the event. We commend to the new Repub- 
lic that it manage to get along with Brit- 
ain. The 6ld wounds heal slowly, but the 
future of Ireland is with Britain and the 
English-speaking world.

four being veterans of the recent war, near Hooker, Ga. 

The Klan, with gall that would sicken a buzzard, piously and 
fraudulently tries to claim a kinship with the Klan of the Recon- 
struction days. | 

That ‘Klan was disbanded by Gen. Nathan Bedford Forrest. 
When asked why he disbanded it, he said: 

“I was trying to suppress the outrages.” 

Robes The robe of Forrest’s Klan fits the present one about 

like a mother hubbard would fit a sideshow midget. For- 
rest had no slick-tongued, cynical “organizers” going around scaring 
poor persons into paying fees to join. The way it is now a lot 
of persons, many of them with criminal records, never do an 
honest day’s work but live like the parasites they are off the cut 
they get from persuading suckers to join. 

The whole modern setup was conceived by the late Doc Sim- 
mons as an insurance-selling scheme. He never had any ideas 
of what it would be until the smart boys saw the money possi- 
bilities. They pretty soon had taken advantage of Doc Simmons’ 
weaknesses of the flesh to the point where he didn’t dare oppose 
them. From that time on the Klan existed in its official offices 
as a cynical outfit where they laughed at the boobs who joined, 
but went on scaring them about white supremacy, and so on, keep- 
ing the $10 bills rolling in. The boys today don’t have it half so 
good but some tough boys who used to be holdup boys found they 
could get the money a lot easier by getting members’ and taking 
It is easier and 
also less dangerous. It is not without reason that the Klan mem- 
bership is referred to as “suckers” by the organizers when they 
get together to eat steaks and entertain their girl friends on the 
money they get from membership “fees.” 

For this present cheap, evil little outfit, which blasphemes the 
Cross and Christianity, to speak of itself as having kinship with 
Forrest’s old Klan, is like a tumblebug claiming to- be related to 


an eagle. 
Evil I have said here before that the Klan is a cancer which 
will bring, eventually if not soon, sorrow and disgrace 

to any community which harbors it. 

In 1948 more than half the nation’s crimes of intimidation were 
in, Georgia.

Items What are some of them? Let’s take a look at a few. 
In some the Klan is directly responsible. In others its 
influence is suspected: 

Valdosta, Ga., Sept. 8. Negro reports that hooded men placed 
a small casket on the front porch of his home. Two crosses burned 
in surrounding area, evidently to intimidate Negro .voters. 

Mount Vernon, Ga., pt. 9. Isaiah Nixon, Negro, visited by 
two white men and shot to death on the night of the primary 
election. 

Milledgeville, Ga., Sept. 19. Three Negro educators, attending 
a University System meeting at Georgia State College for Women, 
left the city because of threats and intimidating demonstrations. 
KKK stickers were plastered on campus buildings. 

Wrightsville, Ga., Oct. 29. Six robed men visit a Negro woman 
and warn her not to return to her job In a school lunchroom. 

Lyons, Ga., Nov. 20. Robert Mallard, Negro, shot to death by 
a hooded mob. Tuskegee Institute classifies the murder as a 
lynching. : a4 

Fulton County, Ga., Dec. 4. Police escort leads Klan motor- 
cade through a Negro community oh the outskirts of Atlanta. A 
white man who protested the Klan demonstration was followed by 
policemen and arrested on charges of “drunken driving.” He was 
later found not guilty by a jury. 

Jeffersonville, Ga., March 20. Eight-foot cross burned in the 
courthouse square. On the following weekend several additional 
crosses were burned in the Negro section. 

Columbus, Ga., March 27. Two white men arrested for beating 
a Negro boy. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 31. White veteran severely beaten by the 
“Black Raiders” because, he was told, he “mistreated his wife.” 
Several of the floggers were identified as members of the Klan.

The White House has undergone a lot of 
rough experiences since its cornerstone was 
laid Oct. 13, 1792. The British burned it in 

. 1814 and it was 1817 before it was again oc- 
cupiable. Porticos were added between 1924 
and 1929. Teddy Roosevelt built on the east 
and west wings, in the face of violent archi- 
tectural and congressional objections. Inci- 
dent to remodeling the third floor in 1927, 
during the Coolidge administration, steel 
girders and reinforced concrete were intro- 
duced to bolster the upper stories. The added 
weight, on account of that job, is one of the 
main causes of the present near total collapse 
ef the building. 


The biggest cause of deterioration probably 
has been the effort to keep the White House up 
with the times. In the beginning it had no rup- 
ning water; no heating facilities excepting fire- 

laces and only candles for light.. Plumbing, gas 
ting, cantral heating, electricity, telephones 
and finally air conditioning have necessitated 
much burrowing into foundations and walls. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt built a swimming 


pool and later a commodious air shelter under —

La Follette Abandons Isolationist Policy 


WASHINGTON—The Truman administration today scored a boost from an unexpected source for 
the embattled North Atlantic Pact and the supplementary arms-for-Europe program. Robert M. La 
Follette, Jr., former Wisconsin Senator and isolationist, strongly indorsed both proposals as vital to 
U. S. security, He also vigorously opposed any cut in the new $5,500,000,000 ECA appropriation. 


“The North Atlantic Pact,” La Follette said, 
“is a dynamic policy for our own defense and for 
keeping Western Europe in the democratic camp. 
The Pact should be ratified promptly and com- 
pletely by the Senate. The same should be done 
on the European rearmament program. You 
can’t have the Pact without rearming Europe. 
They go hand-in-hand. The Pact is an arms pact. 
If Europe is not armed, then the Pact is without 
real effect.” . s 


La Follette pointed out that many of the 
Western European leaders took a great risk 
in joining the Pact. He held that the U. S. 
cannot let these leaders down. 


“The leaders of the democratic European coun- 
tries are risking their lives and those of their 
families in fighting for the preservation of free 
government,” La Follette declared. ‘They .dou- 
bled that risk when they entered into a treaty 
with us in this Pact. The least we can do to 
give reality to that treaty is to arm these people 
so that they can defend their countries.” 


The former liberal Wisconsin Senator 
made no reference to his previous isolation- 
ism. He is now the consultant for several 
large corporations, and recently returned 
from a trip te South America for one of his 
clients. La Follette lauded the progress ac- 
complished under the Marshall Plan and de- 
clared it would be a tragic.mistake to cut | 
its new budget. 


‘(nder the ECA, the beneficiary countries 
are making a big comeback economically,” La 
Follette said. “They deserve the new ECA ap- 
propriation for the next fiscal year. I would

not be surprised if the Marshall Plan completes 
its mission before the 1952 deadline. That is 
how favorable Europe’s rate of recovery seems 
to be going. It would be the height of foolhardi- 
ness to cut the appropriation now.” 

La Follette discounted the argument that the 
ECA was building up European industry to the 
point where it would be a serious threat to 
American industry. 


“That is not a valid argument,” he as- 
serted. “We spend more on research than 
they do in Europe. We have a better tech- 
nological setup. Our workers are more pro- 
ductive. We have nothing to fear from 
European competition. It is far better to 
have our kind of free enterprise grow abroad 
than to keep Western Europe on a dole foot- 
ing by supplying them merely with raw ma- 
terial and foodstuffs.” 


La Follette stated that he had no plans to 
re-enter politics. He admitted that he was main- 
taining a close check on the situation both in 
Wisconsin and in Washington, but had made no 
decision as regards the future. His name has 
been mentioned as a possible opponent against 
Sen. Alexander Wiley, Republican, Wisconsin, 
who comes up for election next year. 

La Follette denied that he had been offered 
the job of civilian administrator of U. S. occu- 
pation in Germany. 

“T heard that I was being considered for the 
appointment,” he said, “but no one talked to me 
about it. The last appointment I was offered 
was on former President Hoover’s Government 
Reorganization Commission. I was sorry to have 
to turn that down, but my commitments didn’t 
give me the time necessary for that work.”

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Taft Sharply Lectures the GOP 


WASHINGTON—Behind the smoke screen of defeatist propaganda about the Truman legislative 
program which has billowed out of Washington recently, all of it grossly exaggerated and some of it 
silly, the program nevertheless continues to move forward, surely if slowly. 

Three key measures that were issues. in last year’s election are all through committee and ready 
for action—the housing bill which the Senate is taking up this week, and bills to moderate the Taft- 
Hartley Act and extend the Wage-Hour Act which will be considered, in succession, by the House 
when it returns next week from its Easter vacation. 


All will be subject a po pa pes os Mo 
newspaper language as “ es,” but when the 
“smoke” clears away eventually, all three will 
be enacted into law along with others now being 
prepared. While their final form will be seme- 
what short of what President Truman asked, 
which is always the case in the compromises of 
the legislative process, they will represent con- 
siderable achievement. Two of them, housing 
and Wage-Hour Act extension, have been pend- 
ing for several years. The other is to remove 
the abuses of a law of the Republican Eightieth 
Congress that contributed to that party’s defeat 
last November. 


This slow but steady forward movement 
was explained very clearly in two episodes 
of the past week which revealed that at least 
some persons in prominent places here have 
recognized the influences that were at work 
in the last election, and are still at work 
among the people. 


One was the tart lecture delivered by Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, to his Republican breth- 
ren behind the closed doors of a party confer- 
ence in which he told them bluntly, in his fash- 
ion, that if the Republican Party does not meet 
the needs of the people in a social welfare pro- 
gram it will disappear from American politics. 
But, beyond the fate of the party, he emphasized 
the good of the country, arguing that if a reason- 
able program is blocked, then an unreasonable 
and dangerous program might eventually be en- 
acted. For the people intend to be served. 


Sen. Taft knows whereof he speaks. His 
wise counsel should need no demonstration 
after November’s «lection. He knows that 
the party’s failure to put through a social 
welfare program in the last Congress, which 
President Truman dramatized so successfully, 
had much to do with its defeat. He, him- 
self, sponsored three such measures affecting 
housing, health and education. 


The second episode of the past week was 
when Sen. Taft matched words with deeds by 
introducing a health bill providing grants or 
subsidies to the States, in which he was joined 


by two other Republicans, which followed an- 
other bill of similar purpose introduced recently 
by a Southern Democrat, Sen. Hill, of Alabama, 
and several Republicans. 

These measures are designed to counter the 
administration’s health insurance bill that will 
be introduced soon. While they are wholly in- 
adequate and defective in principle, they recog- 
nize the demand for more attention to health. 
They embody the principle of a “pauper’s oath” 
as a prerequisite to assistance, which is so dis- 
tasteful to our citizens that many who need it 
refuse it on that basis, instead of the principle 
of contributory insurance in President Truman’s 
program, which maintains dignity and _ self- 
respect and recognizes the right of every citizen 
to share in a health program on a traditional 
American principle. 

In all this, however, we see the election fi- 
nally expressing itself. 


Generally overlooked, too, is another way 
it already has expressed itself in Congress, 
which may be prefaced by recalling how, in 
the last campaign, President Truman made a 
very telling issue of the way the Eightieth 
Republican Congress impeded our public 
power and reclamation program through re- 
strictions on its expansion. 


This was reflected by the Western States 
which flocked to his victory column and since 
has been reflected concretely in this Congress. 
The House respunded with adequate appropria- 
tions for power and reclamation projects, which 
the Senate will ratify when it gets the Interior 
Department appropriations bill, and both House 
and Senate approved the steam plant needed for 
expansion of TVA in the South which was re- 
fused by the last Congress. All this is very 
much a part of the President’s legislative pro- 
gram, and he has taken advantage of this fa- 
vorable atmosphere in Congress to submit his 
bill for a Columbia Valley Administration in the 
Northwest to co-ordinate power and reclamation 
development which is proceeding so rapidly in 
that area. 

Sen. Taft has given the cue. It looks as if 
others are beginning to take it.

According to the Family Eco-| 
nomic Bureau, conducted by the 
Northwestern National Life Insur- 
ance Company, of Minneapolis, 
the Federal Government spends a 
million dollars every 12 minutes, 
which is 1,100 times the rate cf 
a century ago.

“The power to tax is the power 
to destroy.” A government which| 
puts too much of a financial 
burden upon its people is on its 
way to bankruptcy Economy in 
government is as essential to its 
survival as thrift is to the solvency 
of the individual. The only way 
to reduce taxes is to stop useless 
spending. 

Just how much taxing the 
American people will take in their 
tea in problematical. But what 
wenin, godfather of the Soviet, said 
in 1924 should give us pause. 
“Someday,” he wrote, “we shall 
force the United States to spend 
itself into destruction.”

In the meantime, I have taken 
a new interest in our fire-escape 
petunia. To ponder the billions of 
microbes at work around its roots 
and to envision their gigantic wars 
of survival, their political in- 
trigues, their development of new 
weapons, their living habits and 
the like, gives me a new respess 
for our one-plant garden. 

Seriously, the world may be 
facing more danger from soil de- 
pletion than from the A-bomb or 
any other menace, Wickenden be- 
lieves. Frazer puts it in even blunt- 
er terms: 

“If tomorrow’s newspapers re- 
vealed a foreign nation was plot- 
ting to steal America’s topsoil, 
acre by acre over the next 20 
years—to bring us to our knees 
begging for food—we would be 
stirred into immediate action. 

“ ... The Government would 
mobilize to save our soil. Congress 
would pass emergency legislation. 
We would be at war! And over- 
night, the hearts of every citizen 
would beat with sincere devotion 
to our long-forgotten, newly dis- 
covered friend, the land.” 

We wouldn’t know how any of 
the above sits with the makers of 
chemical fertilizers. They probably 
have a rebuttal, whieh we'll be 
happy to print. But in the mean- 
time, the other side is putting up 
the storm signals and Frazer, with 
his productive skill, is talking of 
salvaging the enormous refuse of 
the cities of the country—for 
processing and use in what is now 
called organiculture. 

Wickenden would like people to 
stop calling dirt dirt, a crusade 
which will be welcomed by our 
children. 

“Suppose we go into your gar- 
den and take up between our 
thumb and fingers a little of 
your soil—say about as much as 
we could hold on a nickel,” he 
suggests. “What do we have? It 
it just a small quantity of inert 
matter—dirt, as so many people 
blasphemously call it? 

“Tt swarms with life. So dense 
is its population that New York 
City, by comparison, seems like 
a deserted village. The living or- 
ganisms in that tiny quantity of 
earth far outnumber the human 
population of the whole of the 
U.S. ... There are in it good and 
evil, peace and war, co-operation 
and enmity .. . Some of these mi- 
croscopical creatures are so im- 
portant to man that without them 
he would have no food, no cloth- 
ing, no wood to build his, houses, 
and the world would become unin- 
habitable. Others bring disease to 
man, his crops, flocks and herds.”
